You are hereby notified to meet at the Town House in 
said Mason on Tuesday, the fourteenth (14) day of March 
next, at ten of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the 
following subjects: 


1. To elect one selectman for three years and to choose 
all necessary town officers. 

2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to 
defray town charges for the ensuing year, and make ap- 
propriation of the same. 

3. To choose one trustee of Boynton Common School 
Fund. 

4. To choose one trustee of the Stearns’ Common 
Bequest. 

5. To choose one trustee of cemeteries for three years. 

6. To see what sum of money the town will raise and 
appropriate for library purposes. 

7. To choose one trustee for the Mason free library. 

8. To see what sum of money the town will raise and 
appropriate for repairs of highways and bridges. 

9. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for care of cemeteries. 

10. To see if the town will vote to make any discount 
on taxes if paid on or before Saturday, June 3, 1922. 
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11. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for Memorial purposes. 

12. Tosee if the town will vote to accept the provisions 
of the state law necessary to receive the benefit of State Aid 
for permanent improvements of highways. 

13. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
a sum of money for Old Home Day celebration. 

14. To see if the town will vote to accept the provision 
in the will of Rhoda M. Barrett providing for the care 
of cemeteries. 

15. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate to mark certain historic places in 
town; ag the place of the first burial; Wolf Rock, and the 
place where the first habitation was built near the Elisha 
Boynton place.

T'o the Selectmen of Mason: 


Believing that the citizens would be interested in know- 
ing what was done with the road money apportioned to the 
section of the town in my charge, I append herewith a 
partial summary of work accomplished: 

The road machine was used on 12 to 14 miles of road, 
making as good a road as could be accomplished by this 
method. Some sections of the road were also dragged later 
with the King drag. Ten culverts were taken up and 
cleaned out, 2 newly-built making them wider and deeper, 
one near the State line being in an exceptionally bad condi- 
tion. 149! loads of stone were used in mud holes and other 
places where necessary to make roads passable. 140 loads 
of dirt and gravel used in resurfacing—this does not in- 
clude labor on Scripture Crossing road, Jackson road and 
other places where results were obtained by throwing in 
from the bank, nor does it include cutting brush, rakeing, 
removing stones and other incidentals. 

The $18.25! used by Mr. Newell in repairing his road is 
not included in above.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT. 
T'o the School Committee of Mason: 


Herewith I submit my third annual report as Super. 
intendent of your schools. 

Continuance of the same competent teachers in the 
schools for two successive years has resulted in bringing 
the standards of the schools to a higher level than previ- 
ously attained. Pupils at the grammar school in the vil- 
lage, under the careful guidance of Miss Meserve, are 
getting a splendid grounding in the fundamentals. While 
a high grade of work is being done in all subjects, yet I 
wish to call attention particularly to the improvement the 
children have shown in their writing. The writing com- 
pares very favorably with that exhibited on the Ayer’s 
Standard Writing Scale. Credit is also due the children 
for the good showing they have made in school entertain- 
ments and garden exhibits. On the whole, very satisfac- 
tory progress has been made by pupils in the primary 
room. I consider that the pupils who attend school regu- 
larly are well up to grade. The discouraging feature of 
the work in the room, however, is that several children at- 
tend school very irregularly. But even with these pupils 
Miss Blood, through her faithful, untiring work with each 
individual, has achieved fair results. The direct result 
of this poor attendance is that several children have failed 
to be promoted. I often refer to Mrs. Wright’s school 
as one of my model rural schools. The clean, attractive 
appearance of the interior of the room appears to be re- 
flected in the happy, eager faces of the children. Even 
with a large school and seven different grades, the chil- 
dren have made splendid improvement. So much per- 
sonal attention is required, however, for the primary 
erades, Mrs. Wright finds too little time for the work of 
the seventh grade. Consequently, if the enrollment in the 
school continues to increase, it would seem advisable to 
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transport the children of the 7th and 8th grades to the 
grammar school in the village. At present several of the 
children are obliged to sit rather close to the stove. This 
means that if all parts of the room are suthiciently warm, 
the children near the stove are uncomfortably hot. To cor- 
rect this unhealthful condition and provide an even tem- 
perature and proper ventilation in all parts of the room, I 
would suggest that the stove be jacketed. This could be 
done at a low-cost. Also the living conditions in the two 
rooms at the village would be greatly improved by adopt- 
ing this same method of heating and ventilation. 

Attendance of the pupils at No: 6 and the grammar 
school has been very good thus far this year, as a glance 
at the attendance tables appended to this report shows. It 
is also interesting to note as indicative of growth that the 
number of pupils enrolled in the first four grades is exactly 
double the number in the upper four grades. Attendance 
in the primary room has even fallen below the average 
of last year. Attention has already been called to this 
fact in commenting on the work of the pupils in the pri- 
mary room. The question is, if conditions are not con- 
ducive to regular attendance, what can be done to improve 
them? The school authorities, I am sure, would welcome 
any suggestions from parents that would tend to improve 
the situation. 

Following is a report of the Medical Inspector, Dr. 
Pease, on examinations made of pupils last uae Total 
number of pupils examined 50, teachers 3. Number of 
cases found by examiner, of skin disease 1, defective teeth 
34, hypertrophied fondle 91, adenoids 5, enlarged glands 
2, unvaccinated 13. Since the examination, practically 
all pupils have been vaccinated. The school authorities 
appreciate the fine co-operation on the part of the parents 
in achieving this result. Through the splendid effort of 
the Parent-Teachers’ Association in providing funds which 
will make certain that the dental clinie will come to Mason, 
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the pupils will have an opportunity to have the much 
needed attention given to the teeth. The value of the 
work of the clinic cannot be overestimated. In Green- 
ville 59 pupils in the public schools out of an enrollment 
of 65 have secured treatment not only at a great conveni- 
ence to themselves but at.a considerable saving in expense 
to their parents. So many cases have been found of throat 
troubles, I have asked Miss Ellis, who has been secured 
to work in five of the towns of the district as school nurse, 
to make some comment on the work of a school nurse. 
The salary of the school nurse has been paid) largely out 
of state funds during the winter months and it is hoped 
that enough appreciation of the value of the work of a 
school nurse will be shown in the various towns to make 
certain the continuance of her services. Following is a 
brief report:of Miss Ellis: 


“After the medical inspection has been made each year 
in the schools by the physician, the cards stating the de- 
fects of each individual child are in due time sent to the 
parents. Often these cards are not understood and if un- 
derstood are many times ignored, particularly if the chil- 
dren are able at all to attend school. But the physician’s 
job is done when he has finished his examinations and 
sent the notification cards to the parents. No advice or 
treatment is given by him unless the child is later taken 
to him by the parents for both. Often from year to year 
the same defects in the same child are recorded. It is 
then that the nurse must follow up these cards, going into 
the homes and explaining in-an intelligent and sympa- 
thetic manner why the defects in the child should be cor- 
rected; and soon, advising the care at home and making 
arrangements for surgical aid if such is needed. Many - 
times in these homes are parents of a foreign language, 
to whom we have to talk through an interpreter, the in- 
terpreter frequently being the children we are discussing. 
But these are not the only duties of a school nurse. Chil- 
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dren who are well must be kept well if possible. Talks 
are given in the schoolrooms on cleanliness, nutrition, rest 
and all things that are conducive to building up strong, 
healthy bodies and minds. Small defects are corrected 
at once when noticed, advice given frequently and co- 
operation sought between parents, teachers and nurse.” 


It appears to me that at present the school situat 
in Mason is good and prospects for greater attainments 
in the future are exceedingly bright. Several agencies 
are conspiring to produce this result. The active, intel- 
ligent interest and co-operation of the townspeople in work- 
ing for the welfare of the schools is the first consideration. 
Then the financial situation is exceedingly good. The 
State Board have approved of Mason receiving $2,670.39 
this year. This amount coupled with the local school 
fund is sufficient to assure Mason of having as good schools 
as any town in the State. 

In conclusion, may I express my appreciation for the 
loyal support accorded me by townspeople, teachers and
